Saturday night, juBt after 12, Pelcr Pet- 
kewic of Thirteenth and Prescott street, 
North Chicago, shot and instantly killed 
John Jences of 1333 South Park avenue, 
Waukegan, in tho belief that ho was a 
Lurglar prowling about his residence for 
110 good purpose. 

The "slayer was at once arrested and | 
lodged in tho North Chicago village "jail, j 
where ho at once confessed .the shooting to 
Chief Breeu. "Jences -was prowling about 
the house," he said. "I ordered him 
away and when he did not go I shot him." 
Tho identity of Jences became known 
Sunday morning when friends identified 
him. 

A bullet through tho heart killed JenceB. 
Tho dead man is unmarried as far as is 
known in this country. He has been in 
Waukegan two years and wot employed at 
tho Corn Products Refining company. 
Petkewic is a married man. 

The remains of the dead roan were re- 
moved to tho Larson & Conrad morgue 
whore the inquest took place Sunday. 

Peter Petkewic, held by tho North Chi- 
cago police on n charge of murder, was 
found not gilty as far. as u coroner's jury 
could define, as it was proven beyond all 
reasonable doubt thnt Petkewic had com- 
mitted the net, not to tnke the life of 
another, but merely to frighten off two 
men whom ho took to be prowlers of the 
night or burglars. 

The jury found tho man not guilly nnd 
gave out a verdict which designated Jences 
as having died by a bullet wound of a 22 
caliber revolver which was held by Peter 
Petkewic, who accidentally hit an unknown 
object, namely, Jences. 

Weary of sleep nnd with tho tears trick 
ling down his chcekB, Petwekic wnB placed 
on the stand at the opening of tho hearing 
at the command of Coroner Taylor. 

"I did not shoot to kill anyone," were 
the words of the man. 

After two loreigners had been secured to 
act ns interpreters, it was learned that Pet 
kewic had just started to take off his nboe*> 
preparatory to retiring when ho heard a 
knock at the rear door. Ho called out and 
asked what was wanted 

" What do you want," he asked again, 
and then someone shouted, "Nothing." 
••Woll, get out," was Petkewie's answir. 
Tho culprits ht tho rear door wbo.wero dis- 
turbing tho sfumbers of h» family, con- 
tinued to knock on the door nud Petkewic 
fired through tho kitchen and shed doors. 
**I did not know that there wob anybody 
standing at tho front of the door neither 
did I known that I had hit any one with 
the bullet until tho officer from North 
Chicago arrived nt my hoaie after 1 had 
gone to bed and arrested me," stated 
Petkewic. 

Tho solerannesB of Petkewic's tones as 
he told his story of killing a friend worked 
on tho jury. Prior to, their rendering a 
verdict; their faces plainly showed that 
they intended to allow him his freedom. 
Petkewic's brother and two broaders 
' , were called upon to tell what they knew of 
tho shooting.

Marlon, Mass. — Four prominent 
summer residents of this town and 
Falmouth met death through an ex- 
plosion on board a 45-foot launch off 
here Saturday night. Two survivors 
were picked up Sunday after having 
been In the water for 12 hours. 

The dead: Roland Worthington, 
Boston ;.John T. Trull, Woburn; Jo- 
seph S. Deal, Milton, and George Sa- 
vory, Marblehead, captain of the 
launch. 

Tho saved: A. P. Tarbell. Marble- 
head, and Edward Pecker, Boston. 

Pecker, who was clinging to an 
oar, and Tarbell, who was supported 
by a life preserver, were able to swim, 
and they remained together until 
picked up by a lohster fisherman go- 
ing out in the early morning to haul 
his pots. v 

Mr. Tarbell, who ' owned the Dol- 
phin, as the launch was called, said 
tho boat started out from Marlon on 
a short pleasure cruise and was well 
out In the middle of Buzzards bay 
when the explosion occurred. Savory, 
the engineer, was suddenly blown into 
the nlr and was probably dead when 
ho struck the water. The boat caught 
fire immediately and Tarbell called to 
his comrades to leap overboard. He 
strapped a life preserver about him- 
self before he leaped, and Mr. Pecker, 
who Is connected with tho Boston 
banking firm, of Rollins & Sons, 
seized an oar and followed. So far as 
they know, none of the others in the 
party jumped. Either they could not 
swim and preferred to cling to tho 
disabled launch until help came, or 
else they were stunned by tho explo- 
sion. 

Mr. Worthington was a large owner 
of real estate in the Boston financial 
district, but had retired from active 
business. Ho was 49 years old. Mr. 
Trull, who was GC years old, was well 
known In Boston mercantile circles 
and had a business place there. Ho 
lived In Woburn. Mr. Beal was con- 
nected with tho office of the Osceola 
Consolidated Mining company of Bos- 
ton.

Mr. O'Brien Narrowly Escapes Death 
in Paraguayan Revolution. 



La Paz, Bolivia.— Further details 
received here of the revolution in 
Paraguay state that while fighting 
was going on In Asuncion an incident 
occurred which might havo had a most 
serious result. The American min- 
ister, Edward C. O'Brien, desirous of 
proffering his good offices In order to 
prevent further loss of life, while ap- 
proaching the headquarters of tho 
revolutionists was fired upon three 
times by government troops. Accord- 
ing to the dispatches the minister's 
escape was miraculous, as many per- 
sons were killed In the vicinity. Dis- 
covering their error, the troops censed 
firing and an officer hastened to givo 
explanations to the minister, who is 
convinced that the act was not pre- 
meditated.

BOSTON DOCKS FIRE SWEPT. 



Property Loss Is $1,500,000 and One 
Person Is Missing. 

Boston. — A fire, believed to have 
been caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion or a locomotive spark, and fanned 
by a brisk northwest wind, swept 
nearly a quarter of a mile of the har- 
bor front of East Boston late Wednes- 
day, causing a property loss estimated 
at nearly $1,500,000. Much of the loss 
falls upon the Boston & Albany rail- 
road. 

Daniel Sullivan, a watchman, was 
reported missing and It Is thought he 
perished in tho flames. 

New York. — A loss estimated at 
nearly 5200,000 was suffered Wednes- 
day at College Point, L. I., by a fire 
which destroyed Zchden's hotel and 
casino, Dondera'8 casino and a num- 
ber of small adjoining buildings. 



Engine Blows Up; Two Killed. 
Columbus, O.— William Wetternian, 
engineer, and H. H. Baus, fireman, 
both of Columbus, were killed early 
Sunday by the explosion of the boiler 
of a Hocking Valley freight locomo- 
tive at Powell station, 10 miles north 
of Columbus. The locomotive had 
just helped a freight train up the 
steep grade at Powell and was stand 
ing at the station awaiting to be un- 
coupled when the accident occurred. 
The boiler was hurled GO feet. The 
bodies of both of the men were horri- 
bly mangled and scalded.

D.cnvor, Colo.— The following la a 
synopsis of tho platform adopted by 
the Democratic national convention: 

Preamble— We, tho representatives 
of the Democracy of the United States 
In delegate convention assembled, re- 
affirm our faith In aim pledge our loy- 
alty to tho principles of our party. 
J .Wo rejolco at the Increasing signs of 
awakening in the United States. Tho 
various investigations havo traced 
graft and. political corruption to the 
representatives of predatory wealth 
and laid bare the unscrupulous meth- 
ods by which they havo debauched 
elections and preyed upon a defense 
less public through tho subserviont 
officials whom they havo raised to 
place and power. 

• Tho conscience of the nation is now 
aroused and will, if honestly appealed 
to, free the government from tho grip 
of thoso who havo made it a business 
•asset of tho favor-seeking corporation, 
lit must become again "a government 
of the people, by tho people and for 
the people," and bo administered in 
its departments according to the Jef- 
fersonian maxim: "Equal rights to all 
and special privileges to none." 

This Is tho overshadowing Issue at 
this time; It manifests itself In all the 
questions now under discussion and 
demands Iminodiate consideration. 

Publicity for Funds — Wo heartily ap- 
prove of tho laws prohibiting tho pass 
and tho rebate and insist upon further 
legislation, state and national, making 
dt unlawful for any corporation to con- 
tribute to campaign funds and provid- 
ing for publication before the election 
■of all the Individual contributions 
above a reasonable minimum. 

8tate' 8 Rights— Believing with Jof- 
iferson in "tho support of tho state 
governments in all thoir rights as the 
iinost compotent administrations for 
our domestic concerns and the surest 
bulwark against antifcpublican tend- 
encies," and in "tho preservation of 
the general government in Its whole 
constitutional vigor, as the sheet an- 
chor of our peace at homo and safety 
abroad," wo aro opposed to tho cen- 
tralization Implied in the suggestions, 
now frequently made, that tho powers 
of general government should bo ex- 
tended by judicial construction. 

Senators by Direct Vote — Wo favor 
tho election of United States senators 
Iby direct vote of tho people and re- 
gard this reform as tho gateway to all 
other national reforms. 

Trusts and Monopolies — A private 
monopoly is indefensible and intoler- 
able; we therefore favor tho vigorous 
enforcement of tho criminal law 
against trusts and trust magnates, and 
demand tho enactment of such addi- 
tional legislation aB may be necessary 
ito make It impossible for a private mo- 
nopoly to exist in tho United States. 
Among the additional remedies wo 
specify three: First, a law preventing 
tho duplication of directors among 
competing corporations; second, a li- 
cense system which will, without 
abridging tho right of each state to 
create corporations, or its right to reg- 
elate as It will foreign corporations do- 
ting business within its limits, make 
■It necessary for a manufacturing or 
trading corporation engaged In inter- 
state commerce to take out a federal 
•license before it shall be permitted 
to control as much as 25 per cent of 
•the product in which it deals, 
the license to protect the pub- 
lic from watered stock and to 
prohibit tho control by such corpora- 
tion of moro than 50 per cent of tho 
total of any product consumed in the 
United States; and third, a law com- 
pelling such licensed corporations to 
sell to all purchasers, in all parts of 
tho country, on tho samo terms after 
making duo allowance for cost of 
transportation. 

Tariff Revision— Wo welcome the be- 
latod promise of tariff reform, now of- 
fered by a part of tho Republican par- 
ty, as a tardy recognition of the right- 
eousness of tho Democratic position 
on this question, but tho people can- 
not safely intrust the execution of this 
important work to a party which is bo 
obligated to tho highly protected in- 
terests that it postpones rollef until 
after tho election. And wo call at- 
tention to the significant fact that the 
promise now mado by thoso Republi- 
cans who favor tariff revision is whol- 
ly vitiated by tho use of the very 
qualifying wordB under which tho pres- 
ent tariff iniquities have grown up. We 
favor an immediate revision of tho tar- 
iff by the reduction of' import duties. 
Articles entering into competition with 
articles controlled by trusts should be 
placed upon tho freo'llst; material re- 
ductions should bo mado in the tariff 
upon tho necessaries of life, and reduc- 
tions should be made in such othor 
schedules as may bo necessary to re- 
store the tariff to a revenue basis. 

Income and Inheritance Tax— Wo 
favor an income tax as part of our 
Tovenuo system, and wo urge tho sub- 
mission of a constitutional amend- 
ment specifically authorizing congress 
to levy and collect a tax upon Individ- 
ual and corporate incomes, to tho end 
fthat wealth may bear its proportionate 
sharo of tho burdens of tho federal 
igovornment Wo favor a national in- 
'horltanco tax to reach tho "swollen 
fortunes" already in existence, but wo 
:believe that it is better to permanent- 
ly provont "swollon fortunes" by abol- 
ishing privileges and favoritism upon 
which they are based. 
„ Railroad Regulation— Wo assert the 
fright of congress* to oxerclso completo 
control over interstate commerce, and. 
iwe assert the right of each state to 
exorcise Just os complete control over 
commerce within its borders. Wo do-

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commissions as may be necessary to 
give full protection to persons and 
places from discrimination and extor- 
tion. Wo believe that both the nation 
and tho various states should, first, as- 
certain tho present value of railroads 
measured by the cost of reproduc- 
tion; second, prohibit tho. issue of any 
more wntorcd stock on fictitious capi- 
talization; third, prohibit tho railroads 
from engaging in any business which 
brings theni into competition with 
their shippers, and, fourth, rcduco 
transportation rates until they reach a 
point whore they will yield only a rea- 
sonable return on tho present value of 
tho roads, such reasonable return be- 
ing donned as return sufficient to keep 
tho stock of the roads at par when 
such roads aro honeBtly capitalized. 

Postal Savings Banks— Wo favor 
tho postal savings bank, and, in addi- 
tion theroto, Insist upon tho passage 
of laws, state and national, for the bet- 
ter regulation of banks and for the 
protection of bank deposits. Tho gov- 
ernment demands security when it de- 
posits public money in a bank, and wo 
bollovo that the securing of tho indi- 
vidual depositor who intrusts his earn- 
ings to a bank should be as perfect as 
tho government security. 

Currency— We hellevo that, in so far 
as tho needs of commorco require an 
emergency currency, such currency 
should bo Issued and controlled by tho 
federal government, and that it should 
bo loanod upon adequate security and 
at a rate of interest which will com- 
pel its retirement when tho emergency 
Is past. Wo demand, furthor, that 
favoritism in tho deposit of treasury 
funds shall be abolished and that sur- 
plus revenues shall be deposited at 
competitive rates upon sufficient se- 
curity and fairly distributed through- 
out tho country. 

.Labor and Arbitration— We favor 
tho eight-hour day. We believe in the 
conciliation of capital and labor and 
favor every legitimate means for tho 
adjustment of disputes botween cor- 
porate employers and their employes 
to tho end that justice may bo done to 
those who toll and that society may be 
relieved from the embarrassment oc- 
casioned by prolonged strikes and 
lockouts. 

Injunctions — Wo favor such a modi- 
fication of tho law relating to injunc- 
tions as will, first, prevent the issuing 
of tho writ in Industrial disputes, ex- 
copt after notice to defendants; sec- 
ond, permit trial before a judge othor 
than the one who Issued tho writ, and, 
third, allow a jury to be summoned In 
all cases where tho alleged contempt 
is committed outside the presenco of 
the court. 

Employers' Liability — Wc favor an 
employers' liability law, applicable to 
both private and public employers. 

Immigration— Wo favor full protec- 
tion by both national and state gov- 
ernments within their respective 
spheres of all foreigners residing In 
tho United States under treaty, but we 
are opposed to tho admission of Asiat- 
ic immigrants who cannot bo amal- 
gamated with our population or whoso 
presenco among us would raise a raco 
issue and Involve us In diplomatic con- 
troversies with oriental powers, and 
we demand a stricter enforcement of 
tho immigration laws against any im- 
migrant who advocates assassination 
as a means of reforming our govern- 
ment 

Irrigation and Forests— Wo sympa- 
thize with tho efforts put forth for 
the reclamation of the arid lands of 
tho west and urge the largest possible 
use of Irrigation in tho development of 
tho country. Wo also favor tho recla- 
mation of swamp lands upon the same 
principle. Wo favor tho preservation 
of tho forests still remaining and tho 
re-planting of the denuded districts in 
all our mountain ranges, as well as tho 
reforestation of the western plains. 
' Canal and Water Ways— Wo believe 
that the Panama canal will prove of 
great valuo to our country and favor 
Its Bpeedy completion. Wo urge liber- 
al appropriations for tho improvement 
and development of interior water 
ways, believing that Buch expenditures 
will return a largo dividend in les- 
sened cost of transportation. 

Pensions— Wo favor a gonorous pen- 
sion policy, both as a matter of justice 
to tho surviving veterans and their de- 
pendents and becauso it relievos tho 
country of tho necessity of maintain- 
ing a largo standing army. 

Philippines— Wo condemn the ex- 
periment In imperialism as an inex- 
cusable blunder which has involved us 
In an enormous exponse, brought us 
weakness instead of strength and laid 
our nation open to tho charge of aban- 
doning tho fundamental doctrine of 
self-govorument. We favor an Imme- 
diate declaration of the nation's pur- 
poso to recognlzo the independence of 
tho Philippines as soon as a stable 
government can bo established, such 
Independence to bo guaranteed by us 
as wo guarantee the lndopendenco of 
Cuba until th* neutralization of the 
islands can be secured by treaty with 
othor powers. In recognizing tho in- 
dependence of tho Philippines our gov- 
ernment could retain such land as may 
bo necessary for coaling stations and 
naval bases. 

Foreign Policy— Desiring the .pre- 
vention of war. wherever possible, wo 
bollovo that our nation should an- 
nounce Its determination not to uso 
our navy for the collection of private 
dobts and its willingness to enter into 
agreements with other nntions provid- 
ing for tho Investigation by an impar- 
tial international tribunal, boforo any 
declaration of war or commencement

DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH 
VENEZUELA SEVERED. 



THOMAS J. BRYCE FALLS DEAD. 



No Danger of War with South Ameri- 
can Republic — Washington Offl- , 
clals Regret Departure. 

Washington.— Tho diplomatic rela- 
tions between America and Venezuela 
that have existed uninterruptedly for 
moro than half coutry, though In 
rocent years severely strained, woro 
completely aovered Thursday. 

At half-past three o'clock In tho af- 
ternoon Sonor Voloz-Goltlcoa, tho 
Venezuelan charge d'affaires, called at 
the state department by appointment 
to present to Acting Secretary Bacon 
notice from his government' that he 
was to quit his post here, closing up 
the Venezuelan legation in Washing- 
toyn, and repair forthwith to Venez- 

ueln. 

Taking leave of Acting Secretary 
Bacon and accepting tho suggestion 
that ho communicate in writing to 
Secretary Root tho direction of, his 
government In this matter, Senor Ve- 
loz paid hasty calls upon Assistant 
Secretaries Adee and Huntington Wil- 
son and other oillclals of the state de- 
partment who he has long and inti- 
mately known. Of course, officially, 
there was nothing for these gentlemen 
to say beyond mere formalities when 
mado acquainted with the fact that 
tho Venezuelan charge had been with- 
drawn. But personally they did not 
hesitate to express their sincere re- 
gret, for Senor Voloz has come to be 
very highly regarded in the diplomatic 
circle Indeed it may bo stated posi- 
tively and from actual knowledge of 
what ho has dono in the years which 
he has passed in Washington as a rep- 
resentative of Venezuela that his per- 
sonality has gone far toward defer- 
ring the rupture. 

As to the future, it is pointed out 
by offlcialB who have followed closely 
the developments In tho Venezuelan 
situation that there is not tho slightest He 
danger of war in tho'immediate futuro, 
or indeed at all. Rather will tho situ- 
ation resemble that following the rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations between 
Franco and Venezuela, for instance, 
where legations were closed on both 
sides and all official relations ter- 
minated, while trade between the two 
countries continued and Frenchmen 
came to Venezuela and rich Venezue- 
lans made their annual pilgrimages to 
Paris as if nothing had occurred. 

ARRESTED AS COUNTERFEITER. 

Promlnent^nvllle Attorney Nabbed 
by Jdcret Service Men. 

Danville.-Jll.— Charles E. Brown, 35 
years of age, an attorney, prominent 
socially and professionally, was ar- 
rested hero Friday afternoon by se- 
cret Bervlco agents Thomas B. Por- 
ter and D. W. Wllkle on tho charge 
of counterfeiting and later hold to 
await action by a United States grand 
jury In bonds of $5,000. 

In a secret desk and in tho cellar of 
Brown's homo, where he was arrested 
In tho presenco of his wife and threo- 
year-old child, the government agents 
found what they say Is the most com- 
plete counterfeiting outfit they havo 
over seen. It was roady for the manu- 
facture of five-dollar gold pieces, sil- 
ver half-dollars, quarters, dimes and 
nickels. 

Hitchcock Is Made Chief. 
Hot Springs, Va.— Frank H. Hitch- 
cock of ' Massachusetts, chairman of 
the Republican national committee 
and manager of tho national cam- 
paign; George R. Sheldon of New 
York, treasurer of tho national com- 
mittee, and Arthur I. Vorys of Ohio, 
member of the national committee In 
charge of tho Ohio Republican head- 
quarters, which are to be In Cincin- 
nati. This was tho result of tho meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
Republican national committee hero 
Wednesday. 



President of Columbus Club Expires 
at His Ball Park. 

Columbus, O.— Thomas J. Bryce, 
known to sportsmen the country over 
as president of the Columbus Ameri- 
can Association baseball club, died 
suddenly Sunday afternoon In a seat 
of the grandstand at Neil park where 
he had gone along with thousands of 
people expecting to witness the last 
game of tho scheduled series between 
the Columbus and Toledo clubs. 
Heart disease was the cause. 

For tho last three years Mr. Bryco 
had been in poor health and several 
times his life had been despaired of, 
For the past week his condition was 
Improved and he found himself able 
to attend to such business matters as 
required his personal attention. 

For 15 years Mr. Bryce had been 
engaged In mercantile business here. 
Six years ago he undertook the work 
of popularizing baseball In Columbus 
and the success Bcorcd was a signal 
one.

Plank for Exclusion of Asiatic Laborers 
Causes Displeasure. 



London.— Rain interfered badly 
Monday with the opening of the 
fourth international Olympic games by 
the king at the stadium at Shepherd's 
Bush, and although it cleared off be- 
fore the. hour set for the formal cere- 
mony, tho attendance fell short of ex- 
pectations. 

The seating capacity of the stadium 
is upwards of 70,000, and while tho 
covered stands contained sections 
which were well filled, there were 
many vacant spaces. In fact, If it 
had not been for the American and 
colonial contingents, which were there 
to cheer their respective countrymen, 
and the sections around the royal box, 
which were occupied by society, It 
would have been a very small affair 
so far as attendance was concerned. 

In some of the events, too, the con- 
testants appeared affected by the ad- 
verse weather conditions, but in other 
events, particularly the 1,500-meter 
race, In which tho greatest Interest 
centered, the men were up to their 
form and twice during the afternoon 
tho record for the distance was 
smaBhed. 

Melvin W. Sheppard of the Irish- 
American Athletic club of New York 
was the first to accomplish the trick 
when, In tho second heat, pressed hard 
by his team mate, J. P. Halstead of the 
Now York Athletic club, ho ran the 
distance in the splendid time of 4:05, 
Just two-fifths of a second faster than 
that made by J. D. Llghtbody of the 
University of Chicago at the Olympic 
games at St. Louis In 1904. 

J. P. Sullivan of the Irish-American 
A. C. and Llghtbody were first 
and second respectively in the first 
heat of tho event. 

The best performance of the day, 
however, was that of M. F. Hallows, 
an Oxford blue, who cut a full two 
seconds off the record, much to the 
surprise of everybody, as Hallows al- 
ways has been at his best at the three 
miles, and 1,500 meters was consid- 
ered too short for him.

A Hilarious, Howling Mob of Delegates and Visitors 
from Week End to Week End— The Interesting 
Incidents and Sidelights That Were Cath- 
ie ered During the Big Meeting. 



Denver. — The Democratic conven- 
tion at this place will go down in his- 
tory as ono of the most wildly exciting 
political gatherings held for practical- 
ly half a century. From the time the 
first delegates began arriving in the 
city to the time when Chairman Clay- 
ton's gavel rapped out the sine die 
adjournment, and even throughout 
all of Friday night and Friday morn- 
ing while every train leaving the city 
was being jammed with the conven- 
tion crowds homeward bound, there 
was one continuous round of action 
and enthusiasm.

Up to that last ses- 
sion of tho convention .the vice-presi- 
dential nomination was all a matter 
of pure guesswork. Wfcen at ono 
o'clock on Friday, Chairman Clayton 
called the gathering to order no ono 
could safely prophesy who would bo 
named for second place. But It took 
only the first mention of tho name of 




Kern • to show which way the Demo- 
cratic wind was blowing, and then as 
one after another of the men sug- 
gested for the place withdrew it was 
all over but the shouting, and that 
will continue to ring in Denver's ears 
for many a long day. 

Such was the convention so far as 
the nominations were concerned. As 
to the platform, it is a thing made be- 
hind closed doors, and Is of Interest 
only as it affects the ultimate result of 
tho campaign, but the real interest, 
the thing that draws the crowd, the 
thing that makes a convention memor- 
able in the minds of the Individuals 
who attend, and tho things they talk 
about In the years to come, are the 
little stories and sldo lights, and it Is 
these things that I have been commis- 
sioned to write. 



Clayton Nearly Lost Flowers. 

Permanent Chairman Henry D. Clay- 
ton came near not getting any roses 
when he took his seat on the speak- 
er's platform on tho day the perman- 
ent organization was effected. 

It appears there are a dozen or fif- 
teen former residents of Alabama in 
Denver and tho day before they had 
expended $50 on a great bunch of 
American beauty roses as a token of 
their friendship and regard for the 
distinguished southerner. 

They took tho flowers down to the 
auditorium, but Congressman Clay- 
ton wasn't made permanent chairman 
that day. In the wild cheering that 
followed the mention, of Mr. Bryan's 
name the Alabama man to whom the 
roses had been Intrusted pulled them 
to pieces in his excitement, and the 
ribbon, which. had cost $5, . resembled 
a dish rag when it came down to earth. 

But the sons of Alabama were on 
hand at the opening of the conven- 
tion on tho third day with another 
bunch of American beauties and at 
the proper time gave them to Con- 
gressman Clayton.

Clock Is Stopped. 
Leading up to the nomination were 
hours that began with picturesque en- 
-thusiasm, which grew into uncon- 
trollable disorder. The nominating 
speeches were made amid scenes akin 
to panic at certain stages. 

At 12 o'clock, midnight tho conven- 
tion clock was stopped, so that con- 
structively the nomination of Bryan 
would take place at Thursday's ses- 
sion of tho convention. Will the Fri- 
day hoodoo bo overcome by this tech- 
nical evasion? is a question that was 
in tho minds of enthusiastic Dryan 
Democrats, as they wended their way 
from the convention hall in tho early 
morning hours. 

Wild Scene of Confusion. 
A wildor demonstration than that 
over the first mention of Bryan's 
name on Wednesday followed the con- 
cluding word of the speech of Ignntlus 
J. Dunn of Nebraska, which formally 
presented the name of Democracy's 
champion to tho convention. 

An hour and seven minutes, against 
the one hour nud 28 minutes of tho 
day before, marked tho cheering and 
tumult, but the densely, overcrowded 
auditorium made tho confusion worse 
confounded. 

Nobody had any respect for tho 
rights of anybody else. Everybody 
was there to see tho spectacle, If not 
to tak'e part In It, and those not able 
to look out for themselves were 
trampled upon. 

Johnson and Gray Named, 
Gov. John A. Johnson of Minnesota 
and Judge George Gray of Delaware 
were placed in nomination along with 
Bryan. Small as was tho following 
of either, in comparison with that of 
the Nebraskan, tho scenes of con- 
fusion, owing to tho uncontrollable 
size of the crowd, were approximately 
great. 

Gov. Johnson was placed In nomina- 
tion by Wlnfleld Scott Hammond of 
Minnesota, Connecticut yielding to the 

gopher state. 

Judge Gray's name was presented 
by Irving F. Handy of Delaware. Mr. 
Handy felt how sadly ho was In the 
minority when, after he had talked 
awhile, tho crowd attempted to choko 
him off. 

Ovation for Johnson Speaker. 
"It was a thing worth noticing that 
by far the best nominating speech of 
the convention was mado by Mr. Ham- 
mond In presenting the name of Gov. 
Johnson. Ho had a hard task before 
him, because ho followed not long 
after a characteristic Bryan demon- 
stration, lasting more than an hour. 

In spUo of this fact, the Minnesota 
orator succeeded In Interesting the 
convention to a surprising degree, anil 
It was mado evident that If It were 
not for early pledges tho Minnesota 
governor would surely have had un 
Immensely larger following In the con- 
vention than he was able to show at 
final ballot. 

As the speaker rapidly sketched the 
early life In poverty of Gov. Johnson 
and pusscd on to his political triumphs 
when he was elected governor the Ilrst 
. tlmo In tho face of IU0.O00 majority for 
Roosevelt, the thing seemed to catch 
tho Imagination of the delegates. 



The galleries took up the' cry, so 
that at the conclusion of Mr. Ham- 
mond's rather brief but forcible speech 
a demonstration was set on foot which 
by careful nursing was made to last 
25 minutes, or about a third the lime 
devoted to Mr. Bryan, whereas every- 
one knew that the Minnesota man 
would not have one-tenth as many 
votes as his Nebraska rival. 
Seconding Speeches. 
Seconding speeches for Bryan were 
made by Senator Gearln of Oregon, 
Gov. Glenn of South Carolina, and Gov. 
Claude Swanson of Virginia. Gov. 
Glenn's speech created much excite- 
ment, being devoted largely to a de- 
fense of Bryan against attacks brand- 



tlon during the early session of the 
tumultuous record-breaking demonstra- 
tion of Wednesday. 

The address of tho permanent chair- 
man, Mr. Clayton, proved to be a caus- 
tic arraignment of tho failure of 
Roosevelt policies and an enunciation 
of Democratic doctrine. The ringing 
voice of the orator and the emphasis 
of his gestures stirred the listening 
thousands to frequent demonstrations 
of enthusiastic approval. 

At 2:30 o'clock tho platform com- 
mittee was not yet prepared to report, 
arid the convention took a recess until 
evening, so that all remaining differ- 
ences of detail on tho platform could 
bo reconciled and the document be 
ready for adoption and the presidential 
nomination be reached before the ad- 
journment of the night session. 

It was 7:50 o'clock when Chairman 
Clayton began to rap for order, which 
he secured within the minute. 

Kerr Takes Guffey's Place. 
Mr. Clayton recognized Mr. Mc- 
Qulsten of Pennsylvania, who an- 
nounced the selection of James Kerr 
ub member of the national committee 
from that state In place of James M. 
Quftey, who was selected before the 
Pennsylvania contests were settled. 

"Without objection the selection of 
Mr. Kerr will be considered as rati- 
fied," said the chairman, and a moment 
later added: "The chair hears none, 
and the selection of Mr. Kerr Is rati- 
fied." Cheering nnd a few hisses 
greeted the announcement. 
Ollle James of Kentucky moved that 



Senator Grady was given a most en- 
thusiastic welcome as he" appeared on 
the roBtrum. When ho declared that 
the convention could nominate no can- 
didate and adopt no platform that 
would not receive the united and en- 
thusiastic support of the New York 
democracy, ho was given still greater 
applause and returned to his seat amid 
cries of "Grady." "Hurrah for Grady." 
Chairman Clayton then Introduced 
Judge L. J. Wade of Iowa, "a repre- 
sentative of tho great corn state." Mr. 
Wade Is the new national committee- 
man from Iowa. 

Champ Clark Is Heard. 
"I am sure the convention will be 
glad to concur In the request of Mis- 
souri to hear from old Champ Clark 
of that state, one of the knlghtllest 
Democrats who ever drew glittering 
blade In defense of the party." It was 
In these words that Chairman Clayton 
Introduced tho next speaker, whose ap- 
pearance on the platform was a signal 
for great cheering. 

Mr. Clark predicted that the Demo- 
crats would sweep the country from 
sea to sea, that on the fourth of March 
next a Democratic president would be 
Inaugurated, backed by a Democratic 
house, nnd the people would then come 
Into their rights. 

"Democrats are getting together all 
over the land," he continued, "and the 
Republican party is presenting to the 
country the effect of a dissolving 
view. At Chicago Roosevelt forced on 
the convention a candidate for presi- 
dent that It did not want, and the con- 




ever, that no ballot should lie taken 
until after the report of the commit- 
tee bad been received. 

The motion was adopted, and the 
rules were declared by the chair to be' 
suspended, and nominations to be in 
order. 

Nominations Called For. 

"The secretary will now proceed to 
call the roll of states for nominations 
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for the office of president of the Unl 
ted States," shouted Chairman Clay 
ton. 
"Alabama," called the clerk. 
The chairman of that delegation 
arose and was recognized. 

"Knowing that Nebraska will make 
no mistake In nominating the right 
man," he said, "Alabama yields to 
Nebraska." 

"1. J. Dunn of Omaha will speak for 
the Nebraska delegation," announced 
tho chairman of that state, while the 
cheering which followed the first state- 
ment from Alabama continued una- 
bated, 

Dunn Nominates Bryan. 
Mr. Dunn, who was to make that 
speech of the convention In which the 
greatest interest was felt by the dele- 
gates and the spectators, Is scarcely 
of middle age. His clean-cut, deter- 
mined-looking, clean-shaven face Is sur- 
mounted by dark brown hair, which 
owing to the emphatic manner In 
which ho emphasized his speech with 
his head, was soon touching the center 
of his forehead. He spoke clearly and 
with a pleasing manner of delivery. 
Big Demonstration Starts. 
Mr. Dunn brought out the name of 
"William Jennings Bryan" with In- 
tense dramatic force, and tho response 
from the grent throng was electric. 
The delegates sprang up, the galleries 
followed suit, and the demonstration 
was under way in a manner that prom- 
ised to rival Wednesday's exhibition 
of enthusiasm. 

A few moments after the cheering 
began an Immense oil painting of Mr. 
Dryan was lowered from behind a 
monster American shield which had 
reposed over the chairman's desk ever 
since the convention began. The ap- 
pearance of the picture raised tho 
pitch -of the outburst, and the dele- 
gates were still cheering wildly when 
the convention adjourned.

Denver, Col. — The terrific strain of 
the all-night session caused the ma- 
jority of the delegates to sleep late 
Friday and the delegates were slow 
Jn gathering In the convention hall. 

When the meeting was called to or- 
der at 1:«I0, the nomination of a can- 
didate for vice-president was at once 
proceeded with. Gov. Thomns of Colo- 
rado placed In nomination Charles A. 
Towne. John J. Walsh named Archi- 
bald McNeill of Connecticut. Hill of 
Georgia urged the claims of Clark 
Howell for tho position. 

Thomas It. Marshall presented the 
name of John W. Kern of Indiana, and 
tho convention enthusiastically took 
up the cheering which was started by 
the delegation from the Hoosler state. 

'Gov. Folk of Missouri seconded the 
nomination of Mr. Kern. 

Hill of Georgia withdrew Howell's 
name and seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Kern. 

Charles A. Towne also withdrew 
from the contest, and urged his friends 
to unite on Kern. 

The withdrawals Increased the vig- 
or of the demonstrations in favor of 
Kern, and on the motion that he be 
nominated by acclamation, which was 
carried, the cheering resembled close- 
ly the enthusiasm which had been 
evinced at the nomination of Mr. 
Bryan the day before. 

Wearied by the two tumultuous ses- 
sions, the "delegates left the conven- 
tion hall and the great gathering was 
at an end. 



Sketch of Kern's Career. 
John Worth Kern was born In How- 
ard county, Indiana, December 20, 
1849. He graduated from tho Univer- 
sity of Michigan In 1869 at tho age of 
20 years, with tho degree of doc- 
tor of laws. His first ofilclal position 
which brought him Into the public 
eye was when fulfilling his duties as 
a reporter of the supreme court of 
Indiana, which ofllce he held from 1885 
to 1889. For four years— 1892 to 1S9G 
— he was a state sonator. He became 
city attorney of Indianopolis In K37i 
and held that office for four years. 
A year boforo ho gave up the office 
ho ran for tho gubernatorial chair In 
Indiana, and was bear.cn. Four years 
late? — In 1904— he also tried for tho 
governorship on the Deraocrutic ticket 
and was again defeated. Lator ho re- 
ceived the complimentary vote of *tho 
party for United States senator.

when they found that the car schedule had 
changed without notice. 

Cars that made connections with Chicago 
trains possible have been removed entirely 
and in fact it almost appears that tho road> 
management has deliboratly set out to kill,; 
off whatever convenience the west branch 
of the line is to the people. 

The 8, 10, 12 and 2 o'clock care have all" 
been taken off beginning Monday, morn- 
ing and Bomo time ago tho 8 nnd 10 o'clock 
cars were taken off in tho evening service.^ 
This leaves an insufficient number of cars a 
day over the west branch and complaining 
would bo to put it mildly. 

To add to tho aggravation of the 
wholo thing, tho car crew for the Liberty- 
ville car is not tranferred to do duty on the 
main line, but is simply stationed nt the 
junction to sit in the car that nerver goes 
and look wise.
